Tbeeo opinions are gatbored 
not only Irom tbe managers in cbarge ot tbe works, 
but Irom iba best instructed among tbe men tbem- 
selves, irom baminermen, pudulers and macbl 
If tbe senaatiunal reports about tbe existence ot Com- 
uuuiit bauda aro true, wblob 1 doubt, tbe icon com< 
poeing them are no longer workingmen, but agita- 
utori, wbo are mure politicians tnan labormg men; 
men. lu laut, who are bad jmddleri, bad beaters, bad 
nailers or bad macbinuis, and wUuoe Indillorent 
work Is not required at tbe tron lurnucea or rolliug 
mills in tno presence ol suon a large urmy ot good 
workingmen. Tboro Is, indeed, a eurplus ol labor 1: 
tbis ssctionot the oouuiryjust now, and this aur- 
plus sacas an outlet, tbo greater portion eoatmualiy

Oíñcíal Contradictions of the Statements 
of Anne Daly. 


PRESIDENT COX’S DEFENCE 


Startling ^ to r y o f a V isito r to 
R a n d a ll’s Islan d . 


Caaalderablo exeiUmenl baa baaa causad by Iba 
pabllcailon ot Ihe sworn affidavit Of Nuraa .Anna 
Daly lu regard to tbs abusas and mismanagement al- 
legod 10 have exlsied at the Idiol Asylum ou Ksudoll’s 
Island. Among tbs officials ol Iha Dcpartmonl ol 
Clutriiiea and Correotion ibo story told Isoenlod lu iha 
most positiva language, some of ibe offioora claiming 
that there was not oven a culor of trntb in tbe state- 
menl; others not going so far, but simply stutlng 
that lua report ol the scurvy wus groatly exaggorau-U; 
(hai bul a low cosos of a very mild lypa existed on the 
Island, and that, on the discovery of tbo alsease, ihe 
Commlssiontrs al once took prompt measures to ar­ 
rest Us spread. The writer yesterday paid a visit to 
Kandall’s Island and saw Dr. lloward^tbe medical 
superiniendoni, wbo Is in charge ol all the Insillu- 
tmus ou the Island, lucludiug the Idiot Asylum. Tbo 
Dooior declined to muko any special slatemeoU In re­ 
gard to Ibo charge* made, more ih»n tbat the story 
of Anno Daly had greatly oxuggoralod the true con- 
ditlon ol affairs. Dr. Hcward’s atatemont ol the casa 
wos as foliows;- 
suiTTisa run nKsrosaiBiLirr. 
“Anna Daly was omployod ou iba Island lor a 
lumber oPycars as a nurse, but lor somo timo past 
Ibo occupied tbo position ol assistailt to tbo matron 
ottbo InsllluHun, Mrs. Uerberl. Wbllo she was a 
good worker sho Uad a most violent temper and was 
ilways ffgbtlng willi the other oitondanis, ovor whom 
ibo tried to rule. Mrs. Herbert left a groat deal of tbe 
business ol her posiHou to Anno Daly, ouo ol bor 
duties being lo suporvlio and look altor me dlstribu- 
lion ol food to mo idiot children. During my vlsiu I 
always questioned the matron shout tbo supply ol 
tbe luinaiee and also about iu quality. 
In every lusuuce her reply was that tbe supplKa 
were ample and sufficient, uud she never reponed to 
me'tbat any fuull was to bo found with the lood. Ou 
the contrary, she always praised tho way In wblob 
.he inmates were fed. Tho cases ol scurvy that oc­ 
curred in mo lilioi Asylum took place on- 
Hroly among tbe class ol children that were 
bolpJoss and had to he ted with a spoon. 
Not a single coso look pluoa among the cblldran 
at were able to go to tho table aud help thcinselvoo. 
An ampio amount ol provisions, inolndiog vegetables, 
wus supplied daring tbe ootiro lime, and tbo lad Is 
tbul the cbiidrou of tbo helpless class diu not got 
moir proper share or uliowauoo, which was dirocUy 
the luuli uf this same Anne Daly, whoso duly It waa 
to see that they were regularly and properly supplied 
with lood. Aune Daly uovor reported to mo that there 
was auy luck ot lood. Tho two people wbo were re- 
sponsible for the outbreak ol tbo discuss were tbe 
matruu, Mrs. Uerbort, and Anne Daly, the woman who 
sworu to mo Btatoment pubi.sbed in the Hkrxlp. Of 
me tblnaen deatua that took placo ourlng tba timo 
tbe scurvy existed lu Hie Idiot .iVsyluin mauy oi them 
wero uuu to other diseases, and had no connection, di­ 
rectly or ludirocHy, with that complaint.

Ill Health of the American Colony 
of Workmen Denied. 


N O LACK OF FOOD.

AN ENGINEER’S TESTIMONY 


The Expedition Said T o Be in G ood 
Health and Spirits. 


PIIILAOKLFHIA, May 25, 1878. 
Ths HkRALb, the othar day, published the state­ 
ment ol B man named Sam Scott, oue of tbe party 
engaged by Messrz P. It T. Colima, the coniractors 
wbo are building the Madeira aud Mumoro Hallway la 
Brazil, hcuil was ono of a large numbur ot possen- 
gora who embqrked on the Morooditu, ibo first 
steamer sent out by tbo oontraoiors, and the immo. 
diute prodacessor ol the unfortunate Motropoltb, 
Scott also returned on the Mercediiu, which arrived 
In New York recently, bis connecilon with bis em­ 
ployers, the Messrs. Colima, having oouaoU. In s 
Durraiivo ol hla experiences on shipboard and on th« 
Hiver Arauzon, utter reoliiug ibo mishaps and do- 
lays which kept tbo Morcedita two laóntns out baloiw 
she roucbod 6au Antonio, ber doaUnutiou, Ecoii makes 
a number ol charges reficctuig on ibo mauagomoni ol 
tbe oontraoiors’ enterprise. Uo declares, umong olbsi 
things, that tbo provisions und coal gave out on tbs 
way up Hie river; that “Irequonl stepping along th« 
unhoaitby banks ol the Amazon led to tbe outbreak of 
lover among tbo paasougors, wbo arrived In a very bad 
State;” ihat there was much suffering and disoonlent; 
that there was little sbellcr provided at Sun Antonio; 
that the lorests abound in tigers, venomous rcptHes, 
Boorpions and vampire haia (ho having seen “six men 
I aenseless Irom loss of biojd alter being attacked 
the vampires”), and tbat tbe discontent led forty- 
eight ol tbo mou to unite m a oonsplrooy to seize • 
steam launch and escapo. 
This eotorprlse to upon up tbo South Amerlean 
conttnoui to United States commoroo is so important, 
and It IS engaging the earnest wurk aud the capital ol 
BO many energetic mou Irom this country, that any- 
thing that relaies to tbo coudlUon of the colony now 
engaged in buUJIng tbe railroad Is ol very general tn- 
terosk All the engineers uud laborers have lamiHss 
and friends in our Rs.tern cities, and tbo story of this 
man, Scott, wus duubiloss read with widespread 
anxiety.

Ue deuouuceu me story ol Sam Scott as being so- 
tiroly untrue, und referred to Mr. Jumison. me chlel 
ocgiDoor meuHuued in the sutemeut, aa oompeteni 
to oonirudiot It lu doiall, having Just roinrned 
Irom Brazil. Scott, ho stated, was employed to 
go with the expedition os a cook, and was dUcbarged 
at Sun Antonio as soon us It waa discuvered mat ho 
was not a cuoi: aod was a drunken tal­ 
low.

at suu Anto­ 
nio; 
tbo mou bud 
received plenty lo eat. 
there 
hod never been a soarolty, mere bad beoa 
Bhoiior provided lor them all within tweuty-lour 
hours ot Ibeir arrival at sau Antonio, and even if 
there bad not beun any they could have slept tu the 
Mcreoditu, aa tuey had done tor two months. Such 
wus the suosiuuue of Mr. Hamlliou’s deulul, which 
was supplomouted by au exiruoi Irom a loiter, dated 
Para, m e8iu of April, aduressad to W. S. Uurvev, In 
Luuuon, chairman of tbe Amasen Tug Company.

Pabis, May 25, 1878. 
At last, after two postponements, the 
¿reat annual event of our Parisian, as well 
as of the whole European art world—the 
opening of the Salon—took place to-day. 
The doors were thrown open a fortnight later 
than usual, and the opening was therefore 
waited for with an excess of the ordinary 
desire of nmatenrs to got at the art feast, 
many of whose choicest bits are brought 
ñwm the world over to be placed with the 
best fruits of the art which France herself 
can oflfer. 
THE BIT A t ART SHOWS. • 
The late opening was made to avoid in­ 
terference with the Universal Exposition. 
The desire of artists to be represented at 
their best in the world art display at the 
Champ de Mars, has lessoned the impor­ 
tance of the present Salon. The best works 
of the leading painters and sculptors have 
been sent to the Exposition. 
A GOOD OEMEBAt, AVERAGE. 
Strange to say, however, the average merit- 
of the works placed this year is higher than 
osnal. There are no great works and there 
are but few bad ones. This latter fact is 
due chiefly to the exertions made by the 
young artists, who, seeing their opportunity, 
resolved to steal a march on the veterans. 
The catalogue embraces 4,985 works— 
paintings, soulptnres, ‘water color and 
other drawings, cartoons, engravings on 
medals and flne stones, etchings, engravings 
and lithographs. This is 369 numbers in 
excess of Inst year. Of the examples 2,330 
are oil paintings and 046 pieces of sculpture. 
AMEBIOAN ARTISTS TO THE BRONT. 
I am happy in being able to say that 
Ihere is a large'increase observable over 
former years in the paintings by Americans 
which are accepted. The number of exam­ 
ples this year is flfty-six. The following 
are the names of our artists who have ac­ 
cepted works:—Messrs. Walter Blackman, 
Edwin H. Bloshfield, H. Iteynolds Bloomer.

The paintings of Messrs. Bridgeman— 
an Assyrian scene—Wylie, unfortunately 
lost to us, and J. Jj. Stewart, are among tho 
best in this year’s Salon. 
rUENCH PA1XTTRG& 
Among the French works which attract 
tho roost attention arc .1. G. Vihert’s “Apo- 
theosis of Thiers," a patriotic but too ainbi- 
tious effort for tho capabilities of tho artist. 
The pfliuting which causod such a row bc- 
twoon Mcissonier, Detnillo, his pupil, and 
Vibort was intended originally to bo a joint 
work of tho two latter. Vibert withdrew 
on the demand of bis master, who said ho bad 
intended to make a picture somewhat simi­ 
lar MS he had skrtcljed in colurs tho head of 
Thiers just after death. 
THF. APOTHKOrXS OV TIllEUS. 
Tho work, as flnlshcd by J, O. Vibert, is 
a large and very ambitious one. In the 


centre lies, on a draped couch, the dead 
patriot and statesman. A female figure, 
representing France, is one side of him 
saluting him with the flog, which is wrapped 
over the lower part of the body, while Fame 
reaches otae hand with a suggestive ges­ 
ture to the drad man’s forehead. 
In 
the foreground lies the partly burned 
shield of Paris, above which a revolting 
figure typifying the Comnmne is at her last 
gasp. The funeral procession of the de­ 
ceased entering Póre la Chaise is shown. 
A panorama of the city of Paris during tho 
siege forms the background, in the sky,^ 
above which are openings showing scenes 
representing the deceased as a statesman in 
the Corps Lógislatif, as President at a review 
and as a historian. 
AMOTHEB APOTHEOSIS. 
Another picture to tho memory of Thiers 
is by Jules Gamier, tho pupil of Gerume, 
whose “La Sultane Favorite" was remarked 
at the lost Salon. It represents “M. Thiers 
at the Last Sitting of the National Assem­ 
bly," and in it Thiers living is more forci­ 
bly apotheosized than in Vibert’s effort.

Hugues Merle’s dramatic and vigorous 
“Charlotte Corday” will be much admired. 
The bold woman is seen standing at fhe 
door of Murat’s house knocking for admit­ 
tance.

She is 
determined and prepared for the deed she 
is soon to commit. 
MIGKON. 
An admirable “Mignon" is by Jules Le- 
febre. 
Jean Béraud, the skilful pupil of 
Bonnat, exhibits .a remarkable interior. 
There are a couple of beautiful examples 
of Cortazzo. Carolus Duran, who is rep­ 
resented by several portraits, has one 
especially charming of a child. 
A PIKE CHELMOKSKI. 
Joseph Chelmonski, the young Polish 
painter, whose magnificent scene of a winter 
night in the country in Poland, outside of 
an inn, was A striking picture last year, 
sends two scenes in the Ukraine, both very 
powerfully painted and stamping this artist 
aa, a bearer of one of the groat names of tho 
future. 
One represents a scene at night in tho 
streets of a town, through which is dash­ 
ing a carriage drawn by four magnificent 
horses at the grand trot, bearing a traveller 
deep in his robes. To the right of the 
vehicle three mendicant pilgrims stagger 
along in imminent danger of being run 
over. A fourth, even more careless, but 
not as drunk as the rest, dashes ‘forward 
almost nndnz the heels of the horses to oak 
for alms. 
A PIRB XJOHT EPfBCT. 
'The light is furnished by the aurora 
boreaHs, which casts red light on the pools 
in the muddy road, tho street lamps and a 
torch held by the coachman. The picture 
is full of vigor and life, with a wonderful 
motion in the horses and real posing in the 
figures of the pilgrims. J. J. Henner’s two 
paintings, one of which is "Mary Magdalen 
Kissing the Hand of Christ in the 'fomb," 
are not worthy of the genius of this excel­ 
lent master. 
nOBB. 
Gustave Doré, as usual, covers a great 
deal of space with his “Christ in the Pras- 
torinm,” and room with his piece of sculp­ 
ture, we are sorry to say, nnprofitably.

TDE LAITBEKT-BICHAnD SMB. 
At the cbnolusion to-day of the sale of the 
great Lauront-Richard collection of paint­ 
ings the highest price paid was for Jean- 
Baptiste Greuze’s charming example, “The 
Little Fair Haired Girl,” 16 by 12 1-2, 
which reached $3,120. Tho picture, full 
of light and life, and admirable in 
the best flesh tones of the master, 
represents 
a 
pretty 
bine 
eyed, 
curly, blonde haired and red cheeked child, 
dressed in a rod frock. Over her shoulders 
she has a spencer, which is tied across her 
breast. The picture has passed through 
the collections of M. de la Live, 1769 ; the 
PriRce de Guise, M. Frosard, 1779 ; of Mr. 
Lake, of England; of the Rev. Fred­ 
erick Leicester, of M. Nieuwonhuya and 
finally that of M. Rlin. 
cbome’s “near Robwicb." 
John Barney Crome’s (known as “Young 
Crome") “Near Norwich—Night," 29 by 
24 1-2, painted in 1824, and from the collec­ 
tion of hie Marquis de la Rochebonssean, 
and an admirable and poetic work, sold for 
$1,940. Tho scene is a masterly effect 
of moonlight on the Humber. The full orb 
is just rising behind a picturesque wind­ 
mill on the banks in the middle distance, 
and throws its light over the still waters 
of the river and on to some cottages along 
tho shora These are overhnng by largo 
trees, whjch stand finely up ogainst tho 
gradually lightening sky. Over the waters 
a few sail aYo seen. 
A CLASSIC «TORT. 
The admirable “Andromache," 8 1-2 by 
10 1-2, by Pierre Paul Prud’hon, which has 
been engraved by R^eil, brought $1,200. 
Pyrrhus has reatoi’éd to his captive, An­ 
dromache, the wife of Hector, her young 
son, Astyinux. The child rushes into aqd 
is clasped in the arms of his mother, who 
is seated. Behind her, leaning onthoohaii! 
back, stands a young woman, while 
an older one, seated in front on 
a bench, has pushed the boy toward 
his mftther. 
Twq other figures arc 
the jailer and the messenger of Pyrrhus, 
who has brought tho boy. Tho picture is 
elassio and yet grooefnl in stylo, doUoions 
in sentiment and has a charming story. 
“THE TOUHO DBAÜOHT8MAN." 
Dnmesnirs “The Young Draughtsman," 
39 by 31, represents a youth seated with a 
crayon in his hand and looking over the 
drawings in a portfolio on his knees, while 
another leans against his scat. The picture 
brought $1,080. 
A TAR GOTER. 
An important Jean Van Goyon, “Winter 
in Holland,” 20 by 27 1-2, went down at 
$1,004. 
It is a camavelesque skating scene, a fair 
on tho ice, with a large number of figures 
scattered over the surface, skating, being 
drawn in horse and hand sleighs, and 
standing or walking by the tent booths.

The influx of foreign and provincial vis­ 
itors to Paris to see the great Exhibition in­ 
creases steadily.

The heavy swells run over for 
a day or two and then run back to enjoy 
the London season, fortified with gossiping 
material that will stand them in good stead 
at tho social reunions of the West when the 
war fevor and the peace party are exhausted 
as topics. The great English rush will 
come in July and August, when the perfect 
Cockney will be seen abroad in all his glory. 


t h e h ig h p r ic e s. 
The French provincials are moving on 
the capital in wondering masses, but they 
are economic folk, unlike tho English and 
American visitors, who spoil waiters and 
hotel keepers by their ill-guided extrava­ 
gance. Prices, however, have gone up, and 
many ore the tales told of tho wrath of 
grim-vUagod Bretons and blazing-eyed 
Marseillais at tho bills which have been pre­ 
sented them after a few days’ stay at a sec­ 
ond or third class hotel. At the leading 
hotels, where tho foreigners mostly go, tho 
same cry is heard. 
A STRIKE OF GUBSTS. 
The extortions in some cases have reached 
the exasperation point, and the picture of 
tho indignant Englishman, who always har­ 
bors in his heart an intention of “writing 
to the Timts, sir,” is scon doily in the hotel 
bnreans. Indeed, the feeling became so 
general among the guests of one of the 
leading hotels hero that they organized a 
veritable “strike," and eighty of them left 
tho bnilding in a single day, to tho disgust 
of the proprietor, who thinks that the 
world is nearing its end when Englishmen 
and Amerioans object ‘to being robbed. 
WnEBE THE TROÜBLR LIES. 
The fact is that a number oi very pre­ 
tentious hotels have laid themselves out 
as mantraps for the Exposition, and tho 
managers expect to realize a fortune out 
of a single season, 'i'hey have determined 
that no one shall economize, and they run 
up their prices on every one who attempts 
to save a little by eating, for instance, away 
from their hotel. 
To sightseers who go 
out in tho morning and only return to go 
to bed this eating at one's hotel is a posi­ 
tive loss of time as well as of money. Tho 
proprietors, on the other hand, have made 
up thbir scale of profits, and insist that if 
they do not got them throngh your meals 
they will make them oht of tho extras. 
A RFHPDT. 
People who propose making a lengthened 
stay can soon rectify this, for hotels wboro 
furnished rooms ore let by the week or 
month at prices to suit everybody, snd where 
there is no ta>Ae d'hñtr, onn easily bo fonnd. 
Tbc prices of meals at the Parisian rcstan- 
rauts arc not proportionally dour. One 
can Innoh and dine at moderate expense, 
oven ot the Exhibition, but must know 
where to go. That is tho secret. One fri »nd, 
who is a resident of Paris, can save visitors 
a worl.l of worry and extortion by a few 
words on these subjects which a oolnmn 
conld not as sntisfaotorily explain.

The government of the city of New York 
is conducted under a charter passed by the 
State Legislature five years ago. When this 
law was enaotod the corruptions of tho 
muuieipal officers who had held power un­ 
der what is known os the Tweed charter had 
been fully exposed, and tiro new law was 
framed with the object of preventing a ra- 
onrrcuoo of such misdeeds in the future. 
There is do reason to doubt that this was 
in good faith the intention of its authors, 
but||the desire to protect certain political 
interests marred 
solie of 
its features. 
Among other objectionable clauses grow­ 
ing out of these selfish considerations 
was one which prevented the removal 
of unfaithful or incapable hoods of de­ 
partments by tho Chief Executive of the 
city without the' consent and approval 
of the Chief Executive of the State. 
This 
provision was inserted to protect certain 
republican city officers from removal by a 
democratic Mayor by giving %e republican 
Governor the power to veto the Mayor’s 
action. 
It was no more justifiable on any 
grounds of public policy than would have 
been a law empowering the Governor to 
veto the ordinances of the Common Coun­ 
cil of Buffalo or the resolutions of the 
Supervisors of Munroo county. 
This and 
some other partisan features of the law 
excited a disposition to tinker the charter 
session alter 
session, but 
no material 
changes have been made, and the law is 
now substantially in the condition in which 
it was enacted. 
Despite its shortcomings the charter of 
1873 is capable of giving and would give us 
a good city government if its provisions 
were fnithlully carried out. 
Although tho 
final expulsion of an incapable or dishonest 
city officer cannot take place until tho Gov­ 
ernor of tho State has in writing assented 
to his removal his trial and conviction are 
placed in the hands of the Mayor. 
It is 
made tho duty of the Mayor to keep himself 
iniormed of the doings of all the city de­ 
partm ents and to be vigilant and active in 
causing the ordinances of the city and the 
laws of the State to be executed and en­ 
forced. 
If, thereto re, the Mayor is ignorant 
of what the Health Department, the De­ 
partm ent of Pnblio Buildings, the Po­ 
lice Department 
or any other depart­ 
ment 
under 
tbo city, 
government 
is 
doing, he is wilCully negleotlnl of bis 
duty. 
If he is familiar with their acts and 
knows that any of them neglect or evade 
the execution and* enforcement of tho city 
ordinances or Slate laws he is equally cul­ 
pable. 
It is therefoje evident, as the 
II eba ed has frequently insisted, that what 
Now York needs to insure a good govern­ 
ment is, not a now charter, but a Maye» 
with sufficient intelligence, force of charao- 
tcr, firmness and what is known as “ back­ 
bone" to be in fact the head of tho govern­ 
ment, and to take care that every sub- 
ordiuato department docs its full and en­ 
tire duty. 
With such a Mayor wo oonld 
not 
have 
filthy 
streets, 
bocansea tho 
low 
requires 
the 
proper 
officers 
to 
clean 
the 
stroots, 
the 
city supplies 
them 
with 
tho 
uooossary 
lands, 
j and 
the 
Mayor

“ vigilant

With such a Mayor wo 
could not have the foal ftenuhos that have 
made Now York one of the uuhcalthiest of 
tho large cities of the world, because the 
law requires the health officers to prevent 
and suppress all snoh nuisances, and tho 
Mayor would bo “ vigilant and active" in 
compelling them to obey tho law. 
If we 
bad a real, vigorous chief of tho city gov- 
erntnont, all would be well. 
IIo would 
do his duty when public officers were 
neglectful, incapable or dishonest, no mat­ 
ter what action the Governor 'might take, 
and if the Governor should protoct tho evil­ 
doers—which is not at all likely—the Mayor 
would find some other means of bringing 
them to justice and ridding tho city df 
them. 
All our troubles can be traced to the want 
of A firm ruler at tho head of tho city gov- 
crpm tnt. 
The indifference and negligence 
of snbordinateH, the jarring of the depart­ 
ments, tho farce of this departm ent doing 
and the other undoing, tho conflict of au­ 
thority, the cool impudence of official de­ 
nials of facts known to nil our citizens, in­ 
cluding the Mayor himself, could not exist 
fora moment if a atrong,'vigorous, deter­ 
mined man sat in tho executive chamber 
and resolutely carried out tbe law. 
It is an 
idle excuso to protend that because tho re­ 
moval of a city officer by the Mayor must

It an earnest, ioarlcss Msyor were 
to call offending officials to a reckoning nnd

obey the law.i no person cun doubt that wo 
should have clean streets, Irft from unlaw- 
lul obstructions and from nuisanoes haz­ 
ardous to the public health. 
If n Qovoriiot 
dared to stand up again.st such efforts to 
secure good city government the low offi­ 
cers of iho city, the Grand Jury room and 
tho courts would still be at tho Mayor's 
comniund. 
Besides, the ieav of detirm inid 
action 
and 
constant 
investigation 
and 
supervision would bold all the depart­ 
ments In wholesome chock. 
Wo Lave 
evidence of 
this fact 
in 
the tremor 
and nervous spasms of activity which fol­ 
lowed llecordcr liackett's recent charge in 
regard to tho illegal oots of the Hoard of 
Hralth. 
Let tho city once have a strong, 
independent, unllinchiug head, and tbe 
present charter wonid be found a good 
enough law. 
At all events tho experiment 
cannot be made too soon. 
Tlio movement now made to bring the 
Aldermen and tho Board of Health to a 
sense of their obligations iindor tho law 
will, no doubt, be beneficial os far as it 
goes, provided the prosecutions aro vigor­ 
ously pressed and are nol sulTerod to be- 
fomo farcical.

grave acoasotiona the Board of Health was 
not alone. 
The Board of Police and tho 
Building Department evinced a similar con­ 
tempt for public sentiment. 
It is to be 
hoped that they will all now be taught that 
charges based ou shamoful neglect of duty 
do not so readily “ blow over.’’ The soau- 
dalons dumping of garbage on the oast side 
of the city and tho tumbling down of build­ 
ing after building prove that the Police and 
Building departments are in os much need 
as the Board of Health of treatn\ent in a 
Grand Jury room. 
It may bo well for these unfaithful and 
defiant officials, and especially for tho 
Aldermen, to recall an incidentdn Tweed's 
career. 
When brought to bay tho great 
malefactor’s words were, “ Woll, what are 
yon going to do about it?” His meaning 
was, “Suppose I have wronged yon ; whc is 
to punish me? The judges are my tools, 
the legislators my coadjutors, the police my 
slaves. 
What are you going to do about 
it ?" Tbe answer come slowly, but it was a

variety found in the Paris Salon are due 
greatly to the fact ^ a t so many of the most 
brilliant painters born in foreign countries 
reside apd paint there, visiting the lands of

year. 
Tho 
art 
atmosphere 
of 
Paris is, 
therefore, different from

the girders 
of 
tho 
elevated 
railroad in course of oonatrnction along 
that nvenue. 
A weak hoisting chain or 
sling broke under tho Stiain of about 
three tuns, and the suspondoil girder (ell 
with fotrtl etinsequeuues. 
It wa-s one of 
those occurrences that might have boon 
lort'secn when an untested chain was used 
for boisiiug a heavy and unwieldy load. 
I'ho public 
recognized 
it 
as nn 
ac­ 
cident, 
nnd a general ,hopo was ex- 
pressed that its oeourrcneo would serve 
as a wlulling to the workmen against risk­ 
ing thoir lives and those of the publio with 
unsnitnblo apparatus. 
Then cafne tho dla- 
nstor on Broadway, by which one man was 
killed nod sc viral injured. 
In thia case tho 
cause was clearly discerned to be the ill- 
judged removal of tho supports of a flooring 
while a considerable )>ortion of a wall that 
depended for its stability on the floor beams 
was lett overhanging the unfortunate work­ 
men. 
Tho ri'cklossncss of the workmen, 
nnd tho Indifl'irence to the risk they ran, 
exhibited by thoir employers and the pub­ 
lic antborilics, were trccly oomuiouiod ou. 
Can anything in oiviWzid life bo more de­ 
plorable than this indiflcreuoe, which is as 
disgracotul to the police as to Ihb ponuy- 
saving ooutractor, whoso men work in

day’s pay ? But notwithstanding the ter­ 
rible lessons learned within so short a pe­ 
riod another horror is announced in our 
oolumDH to-day which «elipses the others, 
inasmucli as its cause has been almost de- 
liboralely planned lor the pnrpose of sav­ 
ing the cost of proper and i^ c atorngo fur 
grain or teed. 
We find that although tho 
beams of the broken floor of the Sixth Ave- 


nneB siltoad Depot had been already de­ 
flected to an extent that should have called 
attention to their dangerous condition the 
floor was overweighted by nesrly thirty-five 
per cent nioro than ,lbe maximum load its 
construction would warrant even when the 
floor was nevly laid. 
We learn that an 
official of the Department of Buildings 
found it necessary to order the removal of 
part of tho load placed on other sections 
of the floors because of the danger of their 
falling. 
That the floors were overweighted 
no one will lor a moment doubt. 
Every 
fact brought up as evidence of their strength 
proves conclusively the presence of this 
overweight 
Who, then, is responsible for 
overloading these floors and for the greater 
crime of patting men to work on them? 
This deplorable event was pot a case in whioh 
the stupidity and recklessness on tho part 
of laborers süppliod tlie immediate cause. 
It is the natural result of that grasping sys­ 
tem of maoagemQut that prevails among 
city railroad corporations by which the pub­ 
lio conveniencé is utterly ignored and the 
hardest and ftiost dangerous labor is wrung 
from the employós for tho lowest possible 
pay so that the stockholders’ profits may 
be swelled to the greatest figures.

In England it is the fashion to rule a man 
out of all “umatenr” contests, whether in 
rowing, shooling or any other s|K>rt, if ho 
is a tradesman or meclmnio. 
But if an 
eligible amateur happened to play In a 
cricket match, to shoot in a team or to row 
in a crew, when one of his antagonists 
chanced to be disqualified as nn nniatour, 
ii is not likely that an English club, with 
all its prejudices nnd follies, wonld bo so 
ridiculous os to put that eligible amateur 
down AS a “ professional." 
Yet thÍB*is 
precisely what the association of Ameri­ 
can* rowing 
clubs, onlllng itself 
“us- 
tionul," bos undertaken to do witii the 
Nautilus pair now entered lor the Watkins 
regatta. 
Having pronounced a member of 
the Argonauta club a “ profossiouni" be­ 
cause it was reported that ho had some 
time or other sat in a fishing boat, these 
wiseacres 
proceeded 
to 
pronounce the 
Nautilus pair “ proicssionaU" because they 


had rowed against this ex-fisherman at tho 
Long Branch regatta. 
To make the affair 
the more absurd the Long Branch Eowing 
Association, which gave the regatta, is an 
independent club, having nothing to do 
with th% National Rowing Association, and 
not 
being 
in 
any 
way 
bound 
by 
its rules. 
The Long Branch association 
made its own rules, passed iU own judg­ 
ment os to tbe qualitleations of those who 
entered, and held an amateur regatta. 
Any

tion to do all this. 
If any contestant be­ 
longed to a club or association whose riilei 
prohibited him from rowing under such 
circnmstonoes he wonld bo answerable to 
bis club or association if he broke those 
rules. 
But certainly no club or association 
can make its rules binding on outside par­ 
ties who are not members. 
The idea of the 
National Association, whioh is nothing but a 
combination of clubs just as the Harlem 
Association is, arrogating the right to make 
rules for everybody is simply ridiculous. 
It embraces certainly not moro than one- 
tenth of the amateur rowing clubs in the 
United States. 
Nine other “national asso- 
oiations" having,the same number of clubs 
might annouuco thomselves and all might 
make different rules. 
The W atkins Glen 
Club will make its regatta ridiculous if it 
allows it to be rowed under the stupid 
rules of an association distinguished more 
for petty jealousy than for good oarsman« 
ship.

Mr. Blaine is said to believe that the 
chances of tho republican party to carry tho 
next Presidential election are good, and to 
be eager, therefore, to get General Grant 
handsomely pensioned off and out of tho 
way. 
As at present reported the Senator 
from Maine oscillates between two opinions 
on the subject, and may in a few days greatly 
regret it, if his present 'views shall so for 
prevail as to become the law. 
He wants 
Grant to bo retired and to b e looked upon 
as a man provided for in one contingency, 
and to be a man on tho active list and within 
easy call in another contingency; but be 
cannot make up his m ind toward whioh 
contingency he shall bend his efforts. 
If 
the republican party is to fight a desperate 
battle next time; if it is to bo in so poor a 
position before tho country that its chance 
to elect a President must be Mgorded ai 
hopeless, then Mr. Blaine wants General 
Grant to be the republican candidate; but 
if it is to be otherwise, then Mr. Blaine 
will be terribly unhappy unless Grant is 
out of the way by previous provision undoi 
the pension scheme. 
All this is what the 
W ashington 
correspondents say of Mr. 
Blaine, and it is evident that it m aybe 
either slander or the purest possible tiyth. 
If the Senator cannot act on the case before 
him until ho makes up his mind certainly 
whether tho republicans are to win next 
time ho is to be pitied. General G rant once 
said in regard to some Presidential antics 
in Congress, “Blaine is not in any one’s 
woy," which proved to be true ; but Bluinc 
cannot say the same of Grant ju st now. 
That Grant should bd* in Blaine’s way is 
characteristic. 
It Is his hobby to be in 
people’s way ; and in “ the late anpleaaant- 
ncss" ho was in the way to an enormous ex­ 
te n t 
That is what the country mainly re- 
members abont him, and becanse of that 
remembrance the people will be very well 
satisáod to see the pension project com­ 
pleted. 
But if tho people want to pul
